observer they would appear to be at perfect 
liberty in this respect, and to stand as com- 
plotely on thoir meriti as it is “possible to 
conceive, This is, however, more apparent 
than real; because evon ont here a man’s 
circumstances will generally makea certain, 
‘saumber of aoquaintancos if not inevitable, at 
least so natural that he cannot without ill 
taste ignore them altogether. Tor example, 
men living in thé wame House and meating 
everyday. at the same table, must be upon 
terms of a certain intimacy, although there 
may really be little in comtnon between them, 
This is the extent in China of what are term. 
ed by the Globe inevitable friendships, Then 
ns to the second class; “it cannot ba said 
there is any very. great-tendency in Obina.to 
make frieuda of the pohtic and artificial -cha- 
racter which it is said asserted become too 
much the rule inthe present.day.

_ there is no place in the world where people as- 


acciate loss from politic motives than in China. 
Friendships are formed every day merely for 
tho enko of companionship, and without any 
of those long-sighted views and politic mo- 
tives which are -declaimed aguinst as too 
much influencing the choice of friends at 
home.

stances, or thoy may if they like associate to- 
gether becausa they find it politic to de so. 
None of these relationships can be condemn- 
ed as useless or undesirable; and yet thoy 
all differ materially from what is meant by 
friendship in the proper acceptation of the 
word.

the same things is, says Sazauar, the basis of 
all true friendship-~or in médern parlance,

An edict is issued in.connequence of a mes 
morial from the censor Wa Chon, concerning 
the dultiva-ion of tho poppy ana the duty levied 
on, Opium in Szeotuen. aitherto no probibi- 
tin bus been issucd by the district, ningiatrates 
nguinst the cultivation of the poppy, nor any 
efforts ovade to atop it, and the tax-on Opinm 
is the same ‘as that on grain, If such abuses 
ue these exist in Szechuen, it is ‘to be fatred 
they. will apread to the other provinces; the 
viceroy and lient-governur wo-t,’ therefore, 
send strict ordera to their subordinates to issue 
procluwations, from time to time, prohibiting 
tha growth of the poppy, tbat. article. being 
under intrrdiot, and to pat the Opiutt. traffic 
under a proper system vf inapection, and not 
allow tha tax, for convenionce sake, to be equil- 
ized with that levied on grain. 
-—Te is interesting to notice. in connection 
with the repeated assertions that foreigners 
introduced Opitim into China, that it is stated 
that hitherto. no efforts have been made to 
atop the cultivation of Opium in Szechuon, 
and further, that: while the Edict declares 
the cultivation to be under interdict, it does 
not go farther-than ordering the local offi- 
cials to regulate the traffic, and to subject it 
© higher taxea than those levied upon grain. 
It is clear from. this that fiscal, and not 
moral, considerations are those which chiefly 
influence the Chinese Government in connec- 
tion with this question.
